CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sept. 3. 
F IVE army fliers fell in a big 


bombing plane near Poe, 
Nicholas County, West Vir- 
ginia, late today. No word has 
been received at army headquar- 
ters here as to the fate of the 
men.

H. A. L. Fisher, 
British member, léd the opposition 
to the demand for immediate appli- 
cation of some measures of publicity 
such as were proposed at the assem- 
bly last year relating to the disclos- 
ure of their armaments by the vari- 
ous nations. . 

The disarmament commission, at 
its meeting, decided, after consider- 
able discussion, to recommend to the 
assembly that an infernational con- 
gress on private manufacture and 
traffic in arms be held at a time to 
be fixed later. It also decided to 
recommend that all nations be asked 
to furriish detailed statistics of their 
armaments. : 


Uninterrupted Action. 


The advocates of uninterrupted 
action by the league contended that 
work begun now might be useful at 
the Washington conference, and 
that, in any event, the object of the 
league and the purpose of the Wash- 
ington conference being the same 
paraliel efforts could do no harm. 

The commission left it for the as- 
sembly either to fix the date for the 
international conference on arms or 
leave it open to be decided by the 
council at an opportune moment. 

Objection was raised that the 
countries might refuse to give infor- 
mation regarding armaments, but, 
in reply to this, it was pointed out 
that the covenant provides that 
members exchange information.

A motion defining the procedure of se- 
lecting delegates was made at the Kansas City meet- 
ing which drew precisely this criticism.

It was the sense of the Kansas City meeting that 
the method of selecting senatorial district delegates 
should be determined by the districts.

it.is important, of course, that all the delegates

Knowing what we want and the class of intelligence 
and citizenship to meet that want, we ought to be 
able to choose delegates equal to the task. Whatever 
plan of selection be adopted the delegates should be 
of that caliber.

AN OMINOUS SHRINEAGE. 

The shrinkage in Federal tax collections for the 
fiscal vear ending last June is full of ominous sig- 
nificance to those who are charged with holding the 
nation’s purse strings. The point for real apprehen- 
sion is that this shrinkage of $812,000,000 from the 
preceding year represents only a fraction of the period 
of business stagnation which began about a year ago. 
The receipts last reported by the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue include the third and fourth installments 
of the 1919 taxes and only the first and second in- 
stallments for 1920. What we at present recognize 
as the business slump was not fairly upon its war 
until the latter months of 1920. There is every proba-

Tove has been the busiest week of the dramatic season thus far, in the 
opening of new plays. The works of St. Louis playwrights, Fannte 
Hurst’s “Back Pay” and Zoe Akins’ “Daddy's Gone a-Hunting,” which 
have been reviewed in the Post-Dispatch, were bug two in a series which 


filled every week-night except Friday. 


John Golden gave no hostages to 
fortune when he set out to find a 
successor to the triumphant “Light- 
nin’.” Again he enlisted the clair- 
vyoyant Winchell Smith, who has 
contributed so many successes to the 
Gaiety’s stage. “The Wheel,” which 
Mr. Smith wrote and which Mr. Gol- 
den produced Monday night, bulges 
with those things that most surely 
may be relied upon to draw the 
town. Never mind whether what 
happens in it would be likely to oc- 
cur in any existence other than the 
life of the theater. Its author knows 
how to take his public's measure 
with mathematical accuracy. This 
is what he has done in his play about 
the gambling obsession——a play witb 
a moral tag. 

The first production was not made 
without difficulties. Marcus Loew's 
band, opening his neW State Theater 
across the street, flooded the Gaiety 
with notes more brassy than golden. 
Douglas and Mary ina box were 
targets for roving eyes. But while 
that tense third act was under way, 
a gripping, throbbing act played to 
the clicking obligato of whirling 
roulette wheels, the first audience no 
longer had ears for brassy syncopa- 
tion or eyes even for*the most for- 
tune-favored of movie stars. 

The gambling scene in the Park 
Avenue apartment, from which “The 
Wheel” takes its name, will be the 
making of the play. It is about the 
most exciting glimpse into the world 
of chance and its follies that we re- 
call. The footprints of King 
Hokum are upon it, as, indeed, they 
are upon the two acts that come 
before it. But the way the foot- 
prints point is the way to popular 
success. 

Gambler Not All Bad. 


In this scene the glacixl profes- 
sional gambler, whose heart was in 
the right place, proved his devotion 
to the little milliner of the first act. 
He knew that the youth she had 
married had an unconquerable 
mania for the game, which meant 
the ruin of both. There was only 
one chance to save him from de- 
struction, and the gambler took it. 
He fitted up with the seductive, buz- 
zing wheels the apartment in the 
Park Avenve building he owned. 
He allowed the young husband to 
plunge without limit. Then when 
all was done ard despair had come, 
it was made known to the victim 
who had gone broke who the pro- 
prietor of the place was. It was, 
of course, his wife. 

The truthfulness of this scene, at 
least in all its outward aspects, was 
quite remarkable. The acting of the 
pale, gambling-mad victim by 
Charles Laite was intense and graph- 
ic as the excitement of the game and 
the greed for money broke down his 
resolution, robbed him of his caution 
and dreve him to the last desperate 
chance. 

The earlier scenes were less seri- 
ous. There was the characteristic 
humor of New York life in the dia- 
logue of the Jewish clerk and the 
Irish messenger girl in the millinery 
shop, where the heroine gave first 
evidence of the force of character 
and expeditiousness which afterward 
helped her to reclaim her husband. 
A scene between the mililiner and 
her sweetheart’s millionaire father 
recalled the tearful interview be- 
tween Pere Duval and Camille, with 
which two generations of Maguerite 


of the Guelph tyrant, was the in- 
strument of evil that was ever in 
the forefront of the play, and it wasa 
subtle and remarkably fine perform- 
ance that he gave. Robert Ed- 
ward Jones designed the single set- 
ting, the crumbling tower of an a@n- 
clent Italian castle.

This beautiful seene emphasized 
the trace of poetry thaftnow and 
then appeared and ‘again was lost. in 
Mr. Howard's romantig¢drama. It 
was a work of much Mpiagination, 
but sometimes the warmth and glow 
that its mediaeval heroigs demanded 
were not there. One wondered what 
might have been the difference if a 
Stephen Phillips had télé the story, 
in which there was just the faintest 
echo of “Paolé and Francesca.” The 
limited technical resources of the 
author were also occasionally put to 
a severe test. The pace at times was 
siow and the meaning was confused. 

, A Regal Woman. 

It was the heroic story of a nobie- 
woman, wife of a soldier in the vic- 
torious papal army, who was held a 
hostage in the castle of the defeated 
chieftain of the Guelphs. Some- 
thing was said early in the play of 
strange powers which resided In this 
woman, whose life and honor were 
always trembling in the balance. 
Perhaps it was only religious exalta- 
tion, but at the end she majestically 
marched to freedom from her ene- 
mies, having killed the lustful coun- 
selor to whom she had promised her- 
self to save her husband and child 
from torture, 

There were four acts of trial and 
torment, all crowded in the passing 
of a single night, from vespers to 
matins. Most of these episodes were 
the conflict of the tyrant and his 
counselor for the possession of the 
prisoner who on the morrow wags to 
be borne away to the north. 

This character, Fiamma, was ma- 
‘jestically and nobly embodied by 
Clare Eames, whose long speeches, 
especially her harangue to her hus- 
band’s besieged troops, were deliv- 
ered with fire and eloquence. It was 
an impressive plece of acting held 
in fine control, but it struck fire 
somewhat late. Mr. Howard made 
the mistake of drawing Fiamma as 
a too negative figure for the heroine 
of a romantic work. ! 

But about Jose Ruben's Canette 
there was a malevolence that never 
relaxed its pewer upon the audience. 
It was as if all the forces of evil 
were congregated behind the leering 
monster's repulsive mask. Charles 
Waldron could not make the Guelph 
leader Ugolino, stand out with much 
distinctness, though it wag chiefly 
tre author's fault. Nor did mang of 


.the other characters enter forcibly 


in the action of the play. 


“Two Blocks Away”

BY TIICAGO, Se Sept. 3. 3. —Joln Sawken, 


Department of Justice agent at 
Cleveland, tele~hone Colonel John 
V. Clinnin, Assistant United. States 
Distrtct Attorney today, that he had 
recovered another $2,250,000 in 
promisory notes which he had traced 
to the alleged swindle ring” oper- 
ated by Charles F. French and oth- 
ers.

In addition other enterprises traced 
to French include a gigantic stock 
selling scheme in 20 “paper corpora- 
tions” capitalized at $21,000,000 and 
a picn to buy up a chain of banks 
throughout the country to market 
the notes and stock. 

French Out on Bond. 

French was released from jail yes- 
terday on $15,000 bond bat Worth- 
ington, who is under indictment as 
the “master mind” in a $6,000, 000 
mail‘and bank robbery syndicate, is 
still held in default of $50,000 ‘bail.

R. EMERSON and Miss Loos are the 
deans of the screen authors, having 
made more successful plays than any- 
one else in the film world. They 
wrote the satirical comedies which 
made “Doug” Fairbanks famous, and 
today they are furnishing the Con- 
stance Talmadge comedies. 

Miss Loos is the daughter of a well-known Western 
newspaper man She wrote her first scenario, “The 
New York Hat.” at the age of 14 and. sold it to D. W. 
Griffith, to be produced with John Barrymore. Soon 
afterward she became a staff writer in the Griffith 
studios—the youngest scenarist in the world. At this 
time John Emerson. after a career as dramatist, actor 
and producer for Frohman on Broadway, decided to 
try his hand at the films. He went to the coast, acted 
in one or two pictures to learn the game, and then 
was made director for Douglas Fairbanks. From this 
fime he and Miss Loos collaborated in the famous 
series which began with “His Picture in the Papers,’ 
to end with ‘Reaching for the Moon,” and ““‘The Amer- 
icano.’ They wrote photoplays for the most noted 
stars on the coast, and finally came to New York to 
make the Constance Talmadge pictures. They were 


married two vears azo. 

Mr. Emerson and Miss Loos were asked to write a 
resume showing just what advances, if any. the movies 
have made during the last vear. Their article follows:

For what—or whom—did she rob the mails 
of $52.000—and what has become of the money’ 

On the face of things, it should be as easy to read 
the pages of Lena Clark's life as those of an open book. 
Hundreds of people in West Palm Beach have known 
her since childhood They thought, until suddenly 
‘onfronted with this nightmare of violence and crime, 


- that they had been aware of virtually every important 


ansaction of her life since she went to the local 
*hool—a chunky, plain girl, with colorless eyes and 
pale yellow braids. But it has not been easy. She 
sticks to a disconnected, fantastic story, which the 
Suthorities scout. and three men who might shed 
light upon the facts have met death in shocking forms. 
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month. But she took the 
anyway, she says, 
and at the end of it she 
shot and killed a man, 
for which she is now 
Charged with murder. 
This is a fair picture of 
her general attitude in 
the matter; it is about 
as tangible as the rest of 
Neighbors in West Palm Beach do not be- 
lieve Lena Clark is entirely to blame for the tangle in 
which they see her. She wasn't that kind of a girl, 
they say, and they don't believe she is that kind of a 
woman. Some man is at the bottom of this thing— 
some man who imposed on her, or who took advantage 
of a deep affection. So her cell is daily filled with 
flowers sent by sympathetic friends, and she has re- 
ceived a stack of encouraging messages. 

There is much in the case to substantiate some such 
theory. In the first place, a large amount of money 
is missing, and there is no indication that Lena Clark 
ever put it to her own uses. Her failure to explain its 
destination satisfactorily supports the theory that she 
is shielding somebody, and what is known of her ro- 
mantic tendencies and sentimental views of life sug- 
gests that she is the sort of woman who would con- 
tinue to protect a man she loved, even at such a ter- 
rible cost to herself. 

As for the actual facts in hand, they are substan- 
tially as follows “On Aug. 1 Miss Clark took a trip 
to Orlando, a small town near West Palm Beach, went 
to a hotel and registered under an assumed name. 
Late in the afternoon, F. A. Miltmore, a man 51 years 
old, head of a family, and owner of a restaurant in 
Orlando, went to her rdom. Several] hours later his 
body, plerced by two bullets, was found in the room. 
Miss Clark was arrested, admitted the killing, and nar- 
rated the following extraordinary story in defense of 
her action. 

In the summer of 1918 Miltmore was. and for some 
time had been, employed in the West Palm Beach 
Postoffice with Miss Clark and her brother. Paul. Late

one night, when she and Paul were working on their 
accounts, Miltmore came in and gave Paul a drink 
of wine. Shortly afterward Paul became inexplicably 
drowsy and sick, and his sister took him home. Re- 
turning to the postoffice, she met Miltmore as the 
latter came out. Inside, she said, she discovered that 
$38,000 had been taken from her brother's cash. She 
sought Miltimore and accused him of the theft. He 
“laughed at her.” To prevent her brother being ac- 
cused of theft, she transferred $38,000 to his account 
from her own, and said nothing to him about it. 

One of Pauls best friends was Joseph Elwell, a 
noted New York whist expert. It was his annual cus- 
tom to spend several weeks at Palm Beach, and on 
such occasions he and Paul frequently went fishing. 
In her dilemma, Lena Clark says, she appealed to El- 
well, knowing that he was a rich man. He loaned her 
$38,000 to cover the deficit. 

Her illusion of Elwell as the kindly benefactor and 
friend of her brother was soon dissipated, she says, 
by his threat to disclose the facts to the postoffice 
inspectors unless she would come to New York with 
him. She took the money from her accounts again, 
telling Elwell she had recovered it, repaid his loan 
and defied him, she says. For some time she con- 
cealed the shortage by juggling the funds and mah ipu- 
lating accounts, but finally, in desperation, appealed 
again to Elwell. 

sefore he could reply to her letter an assassin’s bul- 
let forever stilled his hand. On June }1, 1920, he was 
found sitting in a chair in his bedroom, with a bullet 
hole in his forehead. He died soon afterward, without 
speaking. The mystery of who killed him, and why, 
remains as deep today as it was then. Numerous wom- 
en were questioned, but detectives never even got a 
satisfactory clue. But so far as Lena Clark was con- 
cerned, it mattered nothing one way or the other 
Elwell, as a means out of her difficulty, had been 
eliminated. 

She decided, she says, that she would have to tell 
her brother, but chose to wait until after Christmas 
Again, she avers, Fate intervened against her. On 
Christmas day, Paul, playing with a pet harlequin 
snake, thrust its head into his mouth. The snake bit 
him on the tongue, and he died in horrible agony a 
few hours later. Lena Clark has been asked by the 
investigators whether she did not tell her brother of 
the shortage before then, and if he did not purposely 
cause the snake to bite him as a method of suicHle 
She insists that she had not told him, and that Paul's 
death was an accident

HO founded St. Louis?” 
Who won the battle of Santiago” 
After the lapse of nearly 69 years, 
the old controversy about who was the 
real founder of St. Louis has cropped 
up again Descendants of Pierre La- 
clede Ligueste and Rene Auguste 
Chouteau each claim the honor for their respective 
ancestor. And from the fashion in which each fac- 
tion has marshaled its arguments, it would appear 
that there is as little likelihood of agreement on the 
answer as there was in the case of the question of a 
more recent day, “Who won the battle of Santiago?” 
Just 157 years ago last February, a little party of 
about 30 men came toiling up the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi River, poling and tugging a flat boat. This 
boat was in command of Rene Auguste Chouteau, 
deputized by Laclede to establish a town on a site 
marked by Laclede on a previous visit. Chouteau ful- 
filled his mission and located what is now St. Louis 

on Feb. 15, 1764. The fol-

metropolis of the Mississippi Valley, it finally was 
realized that the man responsible for its founding had 
done a great thing. And plans were made to have 
some celebration of the event at the city’s centennial. 

Unfortunately, when the century had rolled around 
and 1864 arrived, the country was in the throes of a 
Civil War. There was little time or opportunity to 
devote to the hundredth birthday of the metropolis. 
The question of the real founder was brougbt up, but 
it was laid aside for greater things. 

Even when the Louisiana Purchase Exposition was 
held here, 17 years ago. the question seemed to be laid 
at rest by the tributes paid to both men. Pierre Chou- 
teau, descendant of Rene Auguste, was one of the 
original committee of 200 that organized the fair. 
And due credit was given to Lacledes part in se- 
lecting the site and having his plans carried out. 

In the early summer of 1914, the Pageant and Masque 
of St. Louis was performed in honor of the 150th an- 
niversary of the founding. At this time no dissent 
was heard from the story embodied in the Pageant 
text, in which Laclede selected the site and gave the 
instructions which Chouteau was shown as following 
a few months later. As a permanent memorial! of the 
1914 celebration, the Laclede statue was placed in 
City Hall Park, with an inscription naming him as the 
city’s founder, and there appeared to be no dissent 
from this proceeding. 

But, through a comparatively trivial occurrence, the 
discussion has burst forth in all intensity again. 
When it was announced that the city was planning an 
ornamental circle at the Lindell entrance to Forest 
Park, the St. Louis Historical Society, in which are 
several descendants of the original Chouteau, proposed 
to present a monument for the site as a tribute to Rene 
Auguste. It was suggested that the central figure be 
a statue of Chouteau, surrounded by his frontiersmen, 
with an inecription on the base declaring him to be 
“the founder of.St. Louis.” 

This ltast inscription stirred the Missouri Historical 
Society and the descendants of Laclede into activity.

To place such an inscription on Chouteau's 
monument would be to make a statement not hit 
torically correct. 

At almost the same time descendants of the Chow- 
teau family, after an inspection of the pioneer'’s tomb 
in Calvary Cemetery, decided that the almost illegible 
inscription would have to be recut. In doing this, .the 
date was inscribed as 1740, instead of 1749, the date 
held by the Missouri Historiacl Society to be correct 
The date 1740, for Chouteau’s birth, would make bim 
22 years old when St. Louis was founded, whereas the 
date approved by-the Missouri Histor:cal Society makes 
him only 13. 

This aroused controversy as to Chouteau’s age when 
he arrived here.

their children, and’ to go to where 
they could have genuine domes- 
ticity. Mrs. F. M. Shaw, 
who. with her husband and 
two children, form one unit 
of. the caravan, gave her = 
explanation of it 

“We have never realis 
had any home life since we 
were married. What home 
life can a family have with 
aman who goes away at 
XS o'clock in the morning and does not cet home until 
S at night, and perhaps not then? My husband-is a 
mining engineer.- He spent most of last vear in Chile 
We cannot trail after him when he goes on such trips. 
So we decided we wanted a place where we could all 
be together. We want to have breakfast, dinner 
and supper together in the good, old-fashioned way, 
and we think it will be wonderful to have time to read 
a few books together The children are wild over it.” 

That virtually sums up the important reasons for 
which these women induced their husbands to pegive 
up profitable. professions and businesses in the city 
and start on a 2500-mile overland trip for an open plain 
near Buhl, Idaho, where each will take up 4° acres of 
land and attempt to make a living on it. There, on 
the alfalfa prairie, under the suns and winds and rains 
of the West, they expect to find that happiness and 
full contentment that thev have vainly sought in the 
greatest city on the continent. There, certainly, thev 
will find for their children those freest, and yet—in 
New York--rarest of treasures: sunshine. fresh air 
and room to play.

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‘Big tim’ Murphy and the Furies 


Women avengers the nemesis of Chicago’s underworld satrap, 


now in jai as result of the clearing up of Chicago’s 


$350,000 mail robbery last summer 


HE other day in Chicago “Biz Tim” 
Murphy, a potent labor leader and poli- 
ticilan, Was arrested and clapped into jail 
to be tried for plotting the Dearbern Sta- 
tion robbery, in which $380,000 in cash 
and bonds were stolen from the registered 
mail. It developed at once that the al- 
leged participation of one of the most powerful leaders 
of the Chicago demos was by no means the most in- 
triruing phase of this astonishing case. A woman, or 
women, haunting the big rough chief of the street 
sweepers’ and garbage handlers’ union, cleaving to him 
as his shadow, measuring every sten with him for two 
years, bad brought about his arrest and imperilment 
before the law. “Big Tim,” they believed, had been re- 
sponsible for the killing of a man they loved, and after 
the courts had abandoned the murder charge they 
became the Dirne in his wake 
There are man) matters arf this extraordinary affair 
for those who like to watc{the machinery of life mov: 
and turn out its baffling TT but the vengeance 
of these women and their finflagging pursuit of their 
en will appeal to most’of mankind and be sympa- 
thetic to most, for it requires no contemplation and no 
special understanding 


Two years ago the most puiseant labor leader in 
Chicago was an unquiet and turbulent spirit, one Mossy 
Enright. He had led the rougher element, which does 
Chicago's hard and dirty work. for a good many years, 
and he had led efficiently and strongly for his times 
In those days “Bie Tim” Murphy was still an inferior 
fellow, one who promised to be influential. Some men 
saw in him the new generatiou of labor captain as 
against the oid, represented by Enright. For those who 
understoon this difference there was no question of 
Murphys eventua! succession to power. It was a mat- 
ter of time. 


One night a sawed-off shotgun in the hands of some 
enemy put an end to Enright’s striving and leading, 
and “Big Tim” stood forth at once as the roughneck 
king. At about the same instant he appeared also as 
the man accused of Fnright's murder, for he and his 
first lieutenant, Vincenzo Cosmano, together with 
Michael Carrozzo and James Vinci, were put into jail, 
accused of Enright’s assassination. — 

Vinei, under the pressure of the Government acents, 
turned State's evidence and gave a detailed story of the 
crime. the only direct evidence against the accused 
leaders. Under the assumption that this man had gone 
over to the law, he was admitted to bail, evidently fur- 
nished by or through the labor leaders. He disap- 
peared without further ado, and the case against 
Murphy and his helpers fe!) fiat They had to be re 
leased, after five months in jail, for there was no direct 
evidence to take to court against them. 


But their dismissal brought the furies upon them. 
For “Big Tim” Murphy and Cosmano stepped from jail 
into a condition of constant espionage and pursuit di- 
rected and energized by the wife of the slain leader, 
Mrs. Etta Enright, and his sister, Mrs. James F. Doyle. 
Summoning to their work a number of the old friends 
and followers of the fallen chief. these women set out 
to Watch Murphy wherever he went, to spy on all he 
did and to lay snares for him. They organized a ven- 
detta of the ancient order, and their executants were 
the members of the Enright clan. They did not shoot 
“Big Tim” down in turn. They waited tenaciously for 
the chance to bring him before the law and so to use 
the weapons of Government for their vengeance. 

The release of “Big Tim" from jail, freed of the mur- 
Ger charze, brought him into real power. He already 
led the street sweepers and garbage handlers. Now 
be became chief of the chauffeurs in the city employ, 
and immediately afterward he was given contro! of the 
Sas Workers. He called a great strike of the city em- 
ployes while he was still in jail—and he won it. When 
be came out he sent the gas workers on strike for 
832 per cent raise in pas Again he won. His power 
became prodigious, his vaunting and insolence beyond 
belief 

“They don't use boxing gloves in the labor 
World.” he cried at the end of a long speech 
Made to his victorious followers. “They use 
Smith & Wessons We need hard guys: guys 
Who have been in jail.” 

That was the kind of talk sweet to the ears 
of his followers Here was something they 
could understand and relish—this bragging ap-

all the time his power and his 
boasting grew the patient and 
unswerving women who had 

loved Mossy Enright were

might. The eves of the Enright 

crew were on him everywhere, 

and their spies penetrated into his se- 
cret councils to undo his darkest plot- 
tings. The espionage became so close 
that Murphy moved suddenly from his 
home in the South Side, where his po- 
litical following was housed, and found 
secretiv a new home in one of the 
good residential!

$100,000 postoffice holdup in a suburb of 

Chicago, the so-called Pullman job The police and 
the postoffice inspectors had no clue te work 
upon But one morning came a call on the telephore 
A woman at the other end said clearly that if 
“Big Tim’ and his chief henchman, Cosmano, were 
Watched and questioned, the secret of the robbery 
would be revealed. She gave what seemed to be a 
clean-cut and circumstantial account of the affair. with 
names and details and places. The authorities had to 
act on it They arrested Murphy and Costmano and 
others, but not before, it is said, they had six wit- 
nesses watch for Murphy in crowds on the streets and 
in each instance saw the big labor chief picked out 
of multitudes and identified 

The labor men were indicted for the Puliman job. 
The Governnient naturally made a close secret of its 
case against these men, for they were influential in the 
dark under channeis of our social life where the law 
is defiled with political ooze and the bright face cf 
justice eroded with bribery This secrecy led many 
people to doubt the guilt of Murphy and his pale. The 
charge against him was not taken any too seriously 
and he was released under bail. The action lagged in 
the courts; the trial was postponed and repostponed 
Murphy went about Chicago as before, the debonair 
and suave monarch of the underwor!ld of toil. 

Then came the Dearborn Station holdup. Late one 
afternoon a truck with $380,000 worth of registered mail 
inside was held up as it reached an unloading pliat- 
form at this bie railway terminal, in the heart of Chi- 
cago, just outside the clamant loop district Four or 
five bandits held up the mail handlers, took three bags 
of precious mail containing a great shipment of cash 
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and bonds, carried the sacks across Polk street into 
a Waiting automobile, and sped away, undeterred by 
two inaccurate shots from a policeman’s revolver. 

Again there was impenetrable mystery But again 
the Furies were on the job. A woman, supposed to 
have been Mrs. Enright, brought the postal inspectors 
a bit of information. Once more the telephone was 
used and no name given, only hints and subincuations 
The officers were once more loath to act. but when 
they seemed to lag there came more telephone calls 
and more detailed charges and suggestions. “Big Tim” 
was hauled in again and with him his main second, 
Cosmano 

But this time five other men were put tnto jail in 
connection with the charge of robbery, three of them 
caught immediately. in Chicago and two brought back 
from other places. Eddie Gierun, said to have driven 
the robbery car and often empioyed by Murphy as 
chauffeur, and Peter and Frank Guesenberg were 
caught in the city, while Ralph Teter, a mail clerk, 
Was pursued to Indianapolis and George Hecker, a 
chronic adventurer, was chased to New York. arrested 
there in a restaurant and forced to permit a search of 
his apartment, where the officers failed, however, to 
find the stolen bonds. 

Teter, the mail clerk, confessed, and Gierun, the 
chauffeur, also is reported to have made a statement 
implicating Murphy and Cosmano. This latter state- 
ment was repudiated by Gierun Whether the case 
can be proved in court is another matter. The manner 
in which the evidence against Murphy was got is the 
thing of interest here. 

After several telephone calls had come from the 
Furies on Murphy's trail and the authorities had still 
failed to act, a woman called once again and suggested 
that the house of “Big Tim's” father-in-law be 
searched. Still no action was taken, till the secret 
and relentless woman called again and suggested that 
the money being used in a certain poker game be 
watched. The game was running in the back room of 

& certain saloon. Postoffice inspectors hung 
about the place, displaying rolis of money, and 
were lured into the game by the unsuspecting 
gamblers. In this way the officers managed 
to get hold of some of the bills,.which. were 
identified by their numbers as stolen properts 
These bills had been in the hands of one of 
the Murphy lieutenants 

Following this discovery came the raid and 
search of the home of William Diggs, father-in- 
law to Murphy. Here, once more, the officers

The skin of their feet was as tender as wet Hlotting pa- 
per, and bled freely as they crawled about upon the 
reeds and marshy ground of our camp.

‘They were extraordinarily adept at handling their 
light, cranky canoes, and they were more at home in 
the water than any people | have either seen or heard 
of, and appeared to stand upright in that element with- 
out any perceptible effort. The one thing that my 
Mambare police feared, who were all very powerful 
swimmers, was entangling clinging water weeds. but 
the Agaiambu would dive among them without the 
slightest fear. They told me they caught duck and 
water fowl! by squatting: in a bunch of reeds. or cov- 
ering their heads with water weeds, until a flock get- 
tled near, whereupon they would dive under the flock 
and pull a bird or two under without disturbing the 
lest; then, regainine their reeds or lump of weed, the) 
would draw breath and repeat the performance.” 

But, while the Agaiambu were a harmless and inno- 
cent people, some of their neighbors were less peaceful: 
in fact, cannibalism was one of the most persistent 
vices which the constabulary had to combat. Capt. 
Monckton indulges in a little grim humor over an in- 
rident that arose in this connection 

The Notu, “who were themselves a set of murder- 
ing blackguards and a curse to the coast,”’ complained 
that a neighboring tribe, the Dobudura, were mistreat- 
ing them ‘We don’t mind fighting,’ said the Notu:; 
“we dont mind being killed and eaten—that is the lot 
of men—but we do object to being tied to trees and 
having meat chopped off us till we die.” Capt. Monck- 
ton replied that he would take care of the Dobudura. 
and added that he pronvosed afterward to deal with the 
Notu themselves, who, to his certain knowledge, had 
recently killed and eaten two Mambare carriers 

Crocodiles,” said the Notu, ‘they are bad here.”’

Capt. Monckton never learned 
nutil vears later how a desperate battle was avoided 
As the Dobudura were closing in upon the camp a vol- 
ley was fired into them $y an .odd chance, one of 
the few bullets that took effect killed the Dobudura 
thief His followers continued the attack in a half- 
hearted way, but a rainstorm broke. and the Dobudura, 
who never fought in rain, withdrew 

A larger expedition was sent against them later, and 
it was successfu! Some of the leading men, when 
brought before Capt. Monckton to account for their in- 
rursions on the Notu, naively explained that as the 
Notu had, through sorcery. blighted the Dobudura 
crops, the Dobufura had no recourse but to eat the 
Notu themselves 

They. promised, however, to mend their evil ways 
and thereafter to find food elsewhere than on the 
bones of their neighbors There were scattering re- 
ports after that of the occasional disappearance of a 
straggling native, and Vague reports of simultaneous 
feasting at the Dobudura capital, Lut this incident vir-

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Giving Working 


at Bryn 


Lee Moore. Her experience at Bryn Mawr 
made her ambitious that her daughter 
shall have education.

RYN MAWR College, which probably turns 
out more social and industrial investigators 
and reformers than any other women’s in- 
stitution for higher learning in the country 
(“You imbibe social science first, last and 
all the time you are at Bryn Mawr,” I fre- 
quently have heard Bryn Mawr girls say), 
this summer decided to turn the tables and ask some 
industrial workers to come and investigate condi- 
tions and get the viewpoint of Bryn Mawr. 


Various college clubs and other interested agencies, 
supplied the funds for tuition and expenses of some 
SU working girls who attended Bryn Mawr Summer 
school for two months, from June 15 to Aug. 15. 

Candidates for the scholarships were nominated upon 
Various grounds. Some were elected from among their 
own number by groups of girls, for reasons of popu- 
larity or leadership. Some were recommended and 
selected as especially deserving or gifted, as promis- 
ing material for leadership; girls, who, it was hoped, 
would bring back to their groups more intelligent 
understanding of labor problems and equipment for 
bettering conditions. All came from actual industrial 
environment, from factories, mills, plants, shops. All 
had worked chiefly with their hands. All were girls 
whose schooling had been curtailed by early entrance 
into industry. 

The course of study was planned with regard to 
especial needs of women of the industrial class. A 
freat deal of attention was given to economic sub- 
jects, to social history, public speaking and kindred 
subjects destined to be useful t6 the trade organizer. 
A professor from a trade union college was one of 
the faculty and prominent leaders of the labor move- 
ment and authorities on labor problems, such as Alice 
Henry, Mary Anderson. Pauline Goldmark, Rose 
Sehneidermann, all advocates of labor organizations,

Wealthy owners of estates 
in the handsome Philadelphia suburbs around Hryn 
Mawr entertained them at social functions; eminent 
men and women interested in the project came to 
address or entertain them. ; 

In short, these representatives of the toiling masses 
of the social system were given a taste of how tlhe 
leisure class lives. 4 

How did this taste appeal to or affect the partici- 
pants”? Did it only tantalize them? Did it make them 
rebellious or hopeful or more content with conditions 
they returned to? Were they fired with ambition and 
zeal to better themselves, or with envy and suspi- 
cion? The experience was pretty apt to be an inspira- 
tion one way or another.

that the only way out of her difficulty was to obtain 
life insurance, in an amount large enough to cover the 
deficit, and to provide for her aged parents. It was 
also necessary, in such an event, to make it appear 
that her death was accidental. 

So. according to her story, she hit upon >the plan 
of buying an automobile and driving it over the edge 
of Lake Worth Bridge, creating the impression that 
she had lost control of it. Meantime, she took two 
Federal Reserve Bank packages, containing $32,000, 
from the mail, deposited part of the money to cover 
her first shortage, secreted some with which to buy an 
automobile, and kept an amount wiih which to pay the 
first premium upon the insurance policy. 

But she resolved that, before she ended her life, 
she would make one last demand upon Miltimore to 
confess his guilt and clear her. It was for that pur- 
pose that she went to Orlando. It was for that that 
she called him to her room. And it was because of his 
refusal, after hours of entreaties, tears and anguished 
pleadings, to grant her demand, that she shot and 
killed him, she says. Discovery of the shortage by 
inspectors followed her arrest on the murder charge, 
and her confession in both instances came after ques- 
tioning.

is Lena Clark’s explanation; 
fense. She admits that there are highly improbable 
spots in it, but calmly declares, as she rocks and 
fans herself, that if Fate is on her side she will come 
through all right, and if not, nothing she could say or 
do would matter. 

Postotfice inspectors, however, do not talk about the 
case in terms of fate and destiny. They say there 
is nothing on the books to substantiate her story of a 
theft by Miltimore. They say she reported in May, 
1920, that a drawer of her desk had been broken open. 
and canceled money orders representing $20,000 stolen. 
Aside from that, they find no evidence of any shortage 
except the disappearance of the registered bank pack- 
iges, which occurred July 26--only a few weeks ago. 

They do not believe that she ever had any such 
shortage to cover: they believe she did something else 
with the $32,000. ‘“‘Who got it?” they have shot at her 
day after day. She smiles and re;,eats her original 
story. Miltimore is dead—he cannot defend himself. 
Paul is dead—-he can neither confirm nor deny the

story that Miltimore drugged him. Elwell is dead— 
he cannot tell whether he ever loaned her $38,000. 
There is something sinister and terrible in the way 
that death has crept ‘upon the men who could throw 
light on this case. 

The officers are far from satisfied with Miss Clark's 
version of her acquaintance with Miltimore. He for- 
merly was in the postal service, and voluntarily sought 
a transfer to the West Palm Beach Postoffice a few 
years ago. The reason he gave for resigning a year 
azo was a peculiar one. He said that Paul Clark, the 
possessor of a number of pet snakes, had an unpleas- 
ant habit of putting them in a mail box in the post- 
office. Miltimore said he objected to that form of 
“joxing,”” and didn't care to be employed in a position 
where he was subjected to it. After his resignation, 
however, he ran a news stand in the postoffice lobby 
for several months before going to Orlando. 


Another puzzling circumstance was the finding, in 
the room with Miltimore’s body of the two bags from 
which the $32,000 was stolen. There also was found 
a registered letter which had been mailed at the West 
Palm Beach Postoffice the day the bags were received 
there, indicating that the person who took the money 
also took the letter. 

After Miss Clark's arrest, she told a story of having 
dreamed that $750 was concealed in the hotel room 
where she had killed Miltimore. A search disclosed 
the money. The officers say that it must have been 
placed there after her arrest, again suggesting that an 
unidentified person is involved. 

The one factor which, more than anything else, has 
served to arouse sympathy for the woman, and to con- 
vince the community that she is a martyr, is a poem 
discovered among her effects since her arrest. The 
lines, under the title “A Fool's Wisdom,” follow: 


“I told you the course you pursued was wrong; 


But you laughed, and said women are poor, weak

Up to the present, however, the experts 
have not discovered any way to distin- 
guish the pearls artificially produced by 
Mr. K. Mikimoto of Japan from. those 
taken from the shell of the “‘wild’” oyster, 
except. by breaking them up, and thus de- 
stroving them. And the experts agree 
that, in the true scientific sense, the 
Mikimoto pearls are “real” pearls, no dif- 
ferent from any other Japanese pearls, 
cavethat they have a small ertificial bead 
of mother-of-pearl in the center. _ 

The process by which they are induced 
is, indeed, a most fascinating one, as de- 
scribed by Dr. H. Lyster Jameson, the 
Pritish pearl expert, in a recent number 
of the magazine, Nature. 

It should first be explained that an 
oyster is covered with a delicate epi- 
dermis which has the faculty of deposit- 
ing a nacre which hardens and becomes 


epidermis, fashioned a small sac out of 
it, put the bead in the sac and tied the 
mouth. Then he took another live oyster, 
made an incision in its tissues, untied the 
sac and closed up the wound. The oyster, 
with its grafted sac and bead, was re- 
turned to the sea, and the process of de- 
veloping the pearl was begun. “It re- 
quired just seven years for the secretion 
of enough pearl to suitably cover the 
bead. 

“Thus,” says Dr. Jameson, “so far as 
biology is concerned, the Mikimoto pearl 
is a ‘real pearl.’ Its outer layers are 
composed, just as natural pearls are, of 
concentrically depoeited layers of nacre. 
The only difference is the presence, in 
its center, of a foreign body larger than 
| have ever seen in the center of a natural 
pearl.””
